by military necessity.

Harlan, who was a Vichy collabor­ 
ationist until he was captured by

troops, 
the 
President 
said the “present temporary a r­ 
rangem ent” 
in 
North 
Africa 
is 
“justified solely by the stress of 
battle.” 
The statem ent drew prompt ex­ 
pressions 
of 
gratification 
from 
Fighting French spokesmen both 
here and abroad. 
No Permanent Arrangement Due 
“I thoroughly understand and ap­ 
prove the feeling in the United 
States 
and 
Great 
Britain 
and 
among all the other United Na­ 
tions.” Mr. Roosevelt said, “that 
in view of the history of the last 
two years no perm anent arrange­ 
m ent should be made with Admir­ 
al Harlan. 
“We are opposed to Frenchmen 
who support Hitler and the Axis.” 
Gen. Charles De Gaulle, leader 
of the Fighting French, had de­ 
clared In London that he and his 
followers could not accept any ar­ 
rangem ent that would “in effect” 
set up a Vichy regime in North 
Africa. 
Two Objectives Accomplished 
Mr. Roosevelt said the “tem por­ 
ary arrangement” already has ac­ 
complished two military objectives, 
the first of which was to save 
lives.

“The second.” he added, “was 
the vital factor of time. 
The tem­ 
porary arrangem ent has made It 
possible to avoid a ‘mopping up’

Have 'Captured’ Bizerte; Dakar May Yield Itself 


To Allies Through Negotiation, Reports Say

Adolf Hitler is reported massing a fleet of more than 1,000 
planes in southern Italy, Crete, Sardinia and Sicily in an at­ 
tempt to defend the last Axis bases in North Africa as the Nazi- 
controlled Paris radio announced that German troops have 
“ captured” Bizerte in Tunisia. 
Use of the word “ capture” appears to refute previous Ber­ 
lin assertions that the Germans moved in “ to defend their 
french compatriots in Tunisia” and met only cooperation from 
French soldiers in the vital North African buffer state. 
, 
tunisia lies between American-held Algeria on the west and Ital­ 
ian Tripolitania on the east. 
Simultaneously, British parachute troops, borne by huge American 
transport planes, were reported swarming down on key points in the 
Mediterranean coastal colony, spearheading an advance by perhaps 
150,000 Allied soldiers from Algeria. 
American Sky troops already have occupied an airport on the 
Tunisian frontier. 
British Submarine Activities Intensified 
Reports of Intensified British submarine activities Indicate that 
Hitler desperately is seeking to rush sea-borne reinforcements acrose 
the Mediterranean to the dark continent, as well as concentrating great 
numbers of planes for a showdown battle. 
But the Axis claw that only a few months ago threatened to 
squeeze the entire Middle East now steadily is withdrawing it# burned 
fingers. 
While Anglo-American troop columns drove eastward into Tunisia. 
British headquarters announced that Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s 
British Eighth army advanced 80 miles across the Libyan desert yes­ 
terday to reach a point only 70 miles from the Axis base at Bengasi 
on the Gulf of Slrte. 
The new British sweep In pursuit of Nazi Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s tattered armies narrowed the Axis “escape gap” between 
Tunisia and Libya to about 820 miles.

q EN. BYRD of Virginia doesn’t think Washington s 
typew riter arm y is doing anything to help the 
war. One third of the jobholders, he says, could 
be turned back to private employment without hu rt­ 
ing the war effort a bit. 
The senator has an interesting point of view. Out 
here In the hinterlands, where Washington Is just 
a place that businessmen go to when 
they get 
caught in its tentacles of red tape, it appears that 
the manpower saving to be made by reducing the 
size of the bureaucratic army one third might ex­ 
ceed his expectations. 
Many of the things the jobholders are doing have 
tied up personnel in private industry uselessly, too. 
Tile theory is that the Washingtonians, including 
those who work in the field, make things easier 
for the citizenry; therefore, there must always be 
more of them. The fact is that in many cases all 
they have done is to pester the people who are 
responsible for getting things done. 
It Is too much to hope that lf a third of them 
w ere put a t some useful task there would be a 
third less prying and questioning. T hat sort or 
thing will go on as long as government is proceed­ 
ing on the assum ption that every person who pro­ 
duces anything is guilty until the New Deal c an ’t 
pin anything on him, then is merely on parole.

country, he grew up with Am eri­ 
can aviation and its heroes.

OT for all

tion,” writes this 49-year-old Lon­ 
don-born • aviation enthusiast. 
I read Bruno's book and when I

The Gallup Poll rinds: 
PublicWants ‘ Pay-As-You-Go ’ 
Plan For Paying Income Tax

has shown little enthusiasm for the Ruml plan, facts collected by the 
institute during the last few days indicate a growing need for some 
type of “pay-as-you-go” program to take care of the soaring income 
tax bill.

bus drivers appeared before 
council requesting that the two 
streets be paved as they claimed 
it injurious to the health of the 
drivers to make approximately 40 
trips a day over the pitted, rough 
road.

‘Hazardous To 
Health’ 
The letter then explained that 
the route is considered extremely 
hazardous for the health of the 
drivers. 
“Owing to the war emergency,” 
the letter told councilmen, “there 
is a shortage of bus operators and 
frequently members of the union, 
when called for North Side duty, 
are required to work long hours. 
This stretch of the route is one 
half-mile in length and the average 
number of trips made by each 
driver in the average day’s work 
Is about 40 trips. 
“Thus the bus driver Is com­ 
pelled to travel over an exceeding­ 
ly lough section of the route each 
day he works, a distance of about 
20 miles. 
“As you no doubt know,” the 
bus drivers’ representative contin­ 
ued. “the busses in operation are 
constructed in such fashion that 
the bulk of the passengers bre 
seated between the front and rear 
axle. 
‘Shaken Up Considerably’ 
“The effect of this is to cause 
the bus driver, who is seated on 
a solid seat, to be shaken up con­ 
siderably,^” the letter claimed. 
After summarizing the effect of 
the rough roads on the health of 
the drivers, the letter declared: 
“Members of the union have been 
advised by your service depart­ 
ment that no work can be done on 
McKinnon ave. until the spring of 
1943. 
“This fact, in conjunction with 
the roughened condition of Jen­ 
nings ave., establishes a working 
condition intolerable to the mem­ 
bers of the union,” the union attor­ 
ney stated.

“If this is considered infeasible 
by your honorable body,” the let­ 
ter told council, “it is believed 
that McKinnon and Jennings aves, 
should be covered with at least a 
semi-hard surface such as mac­ 
adam.

Tile life and work of Clara Bar­ 
ton. founder of the American Red

Rev. Calvin T. Weimer, pastor of 
the Chester Presbyterian church, 
declared

club Tuesday in the Travelers ho­ 
tel. 
Rev. 
W eimer’s story of Mias 
Barton was one of a series of four 
lectures he will give to Rotarians 
within the next month. 
Discusses De Gaulle 
The second lecture will be given 
Dec. I when he will discuss Gen. 
Charles DeGaulle, leader of the 
“Fighting French”; the third, on 
Dec. 2 when he will discuss Gener­ 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek, and the 
fourth on Dec. 15 when Joseph 
Stalin, Russian premier, will be 
his subject. 
The speaker traced the life of 
Miss Barton from the date of her 
birth near Oxford, Mass., on Dec. 
25, 1821, until her death on April 
12, 1912. 
She started her life of 
public service at the age of 18 
years when she began to teach 
school. 
After 17 years as a teacher, 
Miss 
Barton 
resigned, 
and 
for 
three years, was a clerk in the 
U. S. patent office in W ashing­ 
ton. Then came the Civil war and 
Miss Barton, fired by the suffer­ 
ings of the soldiers, offered her 
services as a nurse. 
“Clara 
served 
wherever 
she 
seemed most needed,” Rev. W ei­ 
m er said. 
"She was present in 
many of the great battles of the 
Civil war. 
Marked Many Graves 
She 
named 
and 
marked 
the 
graves of over 12,000 soldiers in 
the Anderson, Ga., national ceme­ 
tery and answered nearly 80.000 
inquiries concerning those listed 
by the government as missing.” 
Broken in health Miss Barton 
w ent to England In 1869 and while 
there came in contact with repre­ 
sentatives 
of 
the 
International 
Red Cross. 
At her own expense 
she cared for the sick and the 
wounded 
in the Franco-Prussian 
war. 
"Returning to this country she 
determined to aet up a Red Cross 
organisation here,” Rev. W eimer 
said, “and after a five-year strug­ 
gle hammering at the gates of 
legislative halls her goal was re­ 
alized.” 
Miss Barton took charge of the 
relief work in the yellow fever 
outbreak in 1887, the Johnstown 
flood in 
1889, the Russian and 
Armenian 
famines 
in 
1891 
and 
1896. in the Spanish-American and 
Boo' wars and in the Galveston 
flood in 1900. For her service abe 
was decorated by Queen Victoria 
of England, the German emperor 
and the Russian czar. 
Asked how she could endure all 
that she witnessed In the battle­ 
field and in the hospitals, Rev.

Tribune Forum by radio, he singled 
out one participant in that battle 
for a hero's praise, Rear .

Admiral Callaghan, before he was 
killed in action, sailed his cruiser, 
the San Francisco directly into the 
guns of the Japanese arm ada and 
spread devastation among it, the 
President revealed.

In addition to these things, Mr. 
Roosevelt stoutly defended the ad ­ 
m inistration’s policy of withhold­ 
ing news of naval losses until it is 
clear that the enemy already has 
possession of the information and 
indicated th at long-range social re­ 
forms have been shelved for the 
time being. 
“In 
time 
of peace,” 
he 
said, 
“every variety of problem and issue 
is an interesting subject for public 
discussion.

"Therefore, of necessity, while

problems are by no means forgot­ 
ten, they are a little like books 
which for th e m oment we have laid 
aside in order that we might get 
out the old atlas to learn the geog­ 
raphy of the battle areas.”

WillBeExtended 
By Proper Care

T O AM PLIFY 
a recent article 
on th e care of shoes, here a re 
some m ore hints in that direction 
th at may be of use. 
Leurn to acquire the excellent 
habit of 
brushing away 
surface 
d irt from shoes after each w ear­ 
ing, using a soft bristled brush 
that will not tear at the fibers or 
scratch the glaze. A rubber sponge 
or a soft shoe cloth will also serve 
for this light but Important clean­ 
ing. 
This little attention will do 
m uch to keep your shoes looking 
nice and help them to last longer. 
It is especially helpful for suede 
or fabric shoes. 
Another important thing to re­ 
mem ber is to keep shoes away 
from direct heat as much as^ios- 
Bible. 
Do not sit with shod feet 
over a dry air furnace or against 
a radiator. 
The oils which m ake 
leather flexible and supple dry out 
very quickly In contact with di­ 
rect. heat and leather soon loses Its 
resiliency, 
which 
makes 
it wear 
out. 
As soon as shoes show any signs 
of wear, they should be repaired 
by a good cobbler. Many women 
entrust expensive shoes to a cheap 
place and then wonder why the 
Bhoes do not give good 
service. 
Seek out the beat possible shoe 
repair firm, or consult the store 
where you bought your shoes. See 
that heels are perfectly aligned, 
an im portant aid to proper pos­ 
ture. 
Ask 
the 
clerk 
when 
you 
buy 
your shoes about 
the 
polish or 
cleaning 
agent 
suitable 
for 
the 
leather or fabric of the shoe. Pol­ 
ishing protects the surface of the 
leather, cleans the shoe and helps 
to maintain the proper am ount of 
moisture in the leather. 
Suede shoes require plenty 
care. To keep the nap erect, brush 
the shoe very gently with a very 
flexible metal or bristle brush, u s­ 
ing a rotary motion. Only a regu­ 
lar suede dressing should ever be 
applied 
to 
suede. 
N ever 
wear 
suede shoes under heavy galoshes 
or even under light rubbers for 
long periods. 
The pressure and 
friction will flatten down the nap. 
Keep 
patent 
leather 
supple. 
A 
light 
application 
of 
vaseline 
rubbed 
well into the shoe after 
each 
wearing, will 
help 
prevent 
those unsightly cracks across the 
vamp th at are the bane of a pat­ 
ent leather pump. 
If a shoe con­ 
tains any rayon filament such as 
rayon satin, gabardine, brocade or 
moire, be careful to keep these 
shoes as dry aa possible.
